Many reporta hare come

From sour cor 
that outside army circles hare ben 
dubbed "sensational/’ It has been re­ 
ported that the men were victims of 
a wholesale outbreak of ailments, the 
exact nature of which have not been 
ascertained.

Old Philadelphia Theater Closely As­ 
sociated With the Earliest Days 
of the Young Republie. 


T he purpose of the Dram a league 
to give u few’ weeks hence the first 
comedy presented in Philadelphia Is

com mendable,

Ledger of th a t city. 
“C ontrast,” by 
Royal Tyler, a Bostonian, w as first 
produced at the John Street theater, 
in New York, in 1787, and w as brought 
to this city afte r it short run there. 
To Philadelphia belongs the credit of 
producing the first play w ritten by au 
American and enacted by a profession­ 
al company. 
Thjs play is “The Prince 
of P artid a.” by Thoiyas Godfrey, Jr.. 
of Philadelphia, put on a t the rafaous 
old Southw ark theater in 1767. 
It wo* 
successfully revived last year by the 
’¿eloKOpblo society of the university at 
the New Century. 
T hat production 
wns one m ore case in point to prove 
the enduring vitality anfl appeal of 
many uu old play tlm t is allowed to 
moWer in the dost of libraries, ob­ 
scure and undisturbed.

toric iijterest attaches to the playhouse 
where “T he Prince of P artld u ” was
